Judge Witthaus to Select 
Place — Wallach Says 
He Won’t Seek Death 
Penalty in Killing of 
Father. 


St. Louis county authorities 
were to decide today whether 14- 
year-old Mary Catherine Reardon 
will be tried in Juvenile Court or 
in Circuit Court on a first degree 
murder charge in the death last 
Saturday of her father, J. Vincent 
Reardon, for which she was held 
responsible by a Coroner’s jury 
yesterday. 

Reardon, 58-year-old paint man- 
ufacturer, died of injuries suffered 
after his daughter shot him in the 
head, causing him to lose control 
of his automobile, which plunged 
down an embankment on Clayton 
road, near Warson road. Mary’s 
young friend, Michael A, D'Arcy, 
18, who was being returned with 
her from a St. Charles county 
tourist cabin, where they had 
spent Friday night, died of a skull 
injury suffered in the crash. 

Prosecuting Attorney Stanley 
Wallach, who late yesterday filed 
a first degree murder charge 
against the girl in Juvenile Court, 
will confer with Circuit Judge 
John A. Witthaus, judge of the 
Juvenile Court, and Ralph Smith, 
juvenile probation officer, rela- 
tive to the place of trial. Judge 
Witthaus, who would hear the 
case without a jury if trial is in 
Juvenile Court, will decide where 
Mary Catherine will be tried, and 
will announce his decision after 
considering the circumstances, he 
told reporters. If held in Circuit 
Court, the verdict would be by a 
ury. 

: Stodying Penalty Question. 

It has been the practice in St. 
Louls county to try juveniles 
charged with serious crimes in 
Circuit Court. The question of 
penalty is being studted by 
lach, who announced that he 
would not seek a death sentence. 
Trial before a jury could carry a 
penalty of death, or life imprison- 
ment. Pending a study of the 
statutes, Wallach said, it was as- 
sumed that conviction in Juvenile 
Court would provide for impris- 
onment only until Mary Cath- 
erine’s twenty-first birthday. 

The first degree murder charge, 
contained in an information and 
affidavit filed by Wallach, dealt 
only with Reardon’s death. The 
prosecutor said charges in the 
D’Arcy boy’s death may be filed 
later. 

It is charged in the affidavit 
setting forth the details of Rear- 
don’s death that Mary Catherine 
“es delinquent child within the 
meaning of the statute,” shot her 
father with premeditation. The 
shot caused Reardon to lose con- 
trol of his automobile, which was 
wrecked, the charge states, and 
he suffered fatal injuries. The in- 
formation accompanying the affi- 
davit charges the girl with mur- 
der. 

Girl Not Told of Charge. 

Mary Catherine, held at the De- 
tention Home on the County Hos- 
pital grounds, has not been told 
that she is under a murder charge. 
She attended the Coroner's inquest

ENDS LIFE UNDER 
TRAIN FOLLOWING 
EVICTION THREAT 


Man Writes Suicide Note, 
Then Puts Head on 
Track in Kirkwood — 
Owed $240 Rent. 


William Petram, an electrician, 
took his own life by laying his 
head on railroad tracks in Kirk- 
wood today because he was threat- 
ened with eviction for non-pay- 
ment of a $240 rent bill. 

Petram, who was 58 years old 

and lived at 222 Meacham street, 
Meacham Park, left a note saying 
— he was sick and was to ap- 
pear in court today to answer a 
summons on an action brought by 
Louis Bauer, 901 Laclede Station 
road, Webster Groves. 
Edward Ryce, Kirkwood Frisco 
station agent, saw Petram walk- 
ing along the tracks this morning. 
After a fast passenger train went 
by, a section foreman informed 
Ryce that Petram had been killed 
by the train, 

When Petram failed to appear 
at a hearing on his rent eviction 
case, meanwhile, Magistrate A. J. 
Fassler, 744 Lemay Ferry road, 
Lemay, gave Petram’s landlord 
a default judgment for the $240 
back rent, possession of the house 
and assessed $9 court costs against 
Petram, Bauer, the landlord, said 
Petram had lived in the house, a 
three-room frame dwelling, for 20 
years, but had failed to pay his 
rent of $10 a month for the last 
two years, Petram had been in ill 
health recently. 

Bauer said he had been offered 
$3000 for the house and was seek- 
ing to evict Petram in order to 
consummate the sale. Magistrate 
Fassler said he had not yet issued 
an eviction order. Ordinarily, he 
said, such an order is not issued 
for five days after a judgment is 
obtained. 


SOAP KETTLE EXPLOSION

Liquid Spilled Over Intersection 
of Third and Convent 
Streets.

A soap kettle at the Lever Bros. 
Co. soap factory, 1114 South Third 
street, exploded at 1:30 p.m. today, 
injuring one employe, blowing out 
a large section of wall at the 
fourth floor level and spilling boil- 
ing soap over the intersection of 
Third and Convent streets.

MRS. ARLREIM 5 
MURDER NEVER 
GIVEN 10 GRAND 

JURY BY GRIFFIN 


Circuit Attorney Says 
Evidence Was Insuffi- 
cient in Case in Which 
Charles Spicuzza Was 
Questioned. 


The murder of Mrs. Alma Ahl- 

heim, who was shot down in front 
ot her home last May 15, has 
never been presented to the grand 
jury although Circuit Attorney 
James W. Griffin announced at 
the time that enough evidence ex- 
isted against Charles Spicuzza, for- 
mer professional bondsman, to war- 
rant grand jury congideration, an 
investigation by the Post-Dispatch 
has revealed. 
* Police who worked on the case 
and succeeded in breaking Spicuz- 
za’s alibi are definitely of the 
opinion that there are reasons for 
calling the matter to the attention 
of the grand jurors. 

The Circuit Attorney now says 
the case was not given to the 
grand jury because police did not 
present sufficient evidence to his 
office to indicate Spicuzza had 
committed the murder, 

Grand juries, unlike trial juries, 
need not be convinced beyond all 
reasonable doubt of the defend- 
ant’s guilt on a criminal charge. 
The jurors require only the show- 
ing of enough evidence to warrant 
holding the defendant for trial. 

Police Evidence, 

What the police found in their 
investigation and presented to the 
Circuit Attorney's office for con- 
sideration follows: 

1, Spicuzza and Mrs. Ahlheim, 
who had been going together for 
several years, had been quarreling 
for a week before the murder, 

2.In the presence of others 
Spicuzza had threatened to kill 
her if she went with anyone else. 
Mrs. Ahliheim had been out the 
night of her death with a street- 
car operator. 

3. Spicuzza’s automobile had a 
warm motor when police went to 
his home, 1103 Louisville avenue, 
after the shooting. 

4. Spicuzza’s wife and daughter 
said he came home about 1:30 a.m. 
on May 15 (the shooting occurred 
about 1:20 a.m.) and told them 
there had been some trouble and 
police might come to the house. 
They were advised by Spicuzza to 
say they knew nothing. 

5. Spicuzza maintained he was 
in bed from 9:30 p.m. until he was 
awakened by police after the mur- 
der. The daughter, on the con- 
trary, said she had to let her 
father in the house when he drove 
home at 1:30 a.m. 

6. A lie-detector test, given to 
Spicuzza by Detective Sgt. Ed- 
ward Kelly of the police research 
bureau, indicated he was not tell- 
ing the truth when questioned 
about the murder. 

7. Spicuzza was the beneficiary 
of a $500 life insurance policy he 
had taken out on Mrs. Ahlheim. 
She was named as beneficiary on 
two policies which he carried on 
himself. 

8. There were powder burns 
around Mrs. Ahlheim’s temple, 
where she was shot, indicating the 
firing occurred from close range. 
Robbery was eliminated as the 
motive, since she had jewelry and 
a purse containing $80 with her 
when police arrived. 

| Sergeant’s Statement. 

Detective Sgt. Walter EHitzman, 
who had charge of much of the 
investigation, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter he understood from the 
Circuit Attorney’s office that 
prosecution was not initiated 
against Spicuzza because no one 
could place him at the scene of 
the crime and Spicuzza’s wife and 
daughter could not be compelled 
to testify to break down his alibi. 

Under the law, immunity from 
testifying against a spouse exists, 
at the ‘defendant’s option, but 
such privilege does not extend to 
the children. 

Detective Sgt. Walter Murphy, 
who questioned Spicuzza after the 
killing, said he attempted to ex- 
plain his warm motor by saying 
it had been “heating up” lately. 
When the officers accompanied 
him to the station in the machine 
they found, upon examination,

Mine Portal Moved 4 Miles Nearer 
Work; Hot Meals, 


Lounge Provided 


ST. CLAIRSVILLE, O., Feb. 11 
(AP)—A new portal four miles 
closer to the place where coal is 
dug, and equipped with comfort 
and restaurant facilities compar- 
able to those of a modern hotel, 
was opened at Willow Grove mine 
last night. Miners are paid for the 
time it takes them to get from the 
portal to their work. 

The new portal, four miles from 
the original opening of Willow 
Grove proper, a Hanna Coal Com- 
pany mine, was used for the first 
time by 125 night shift miners, 
and, after looking it over, they 
went to work grinning. 

When they used the original 
portal, the men rode four miles 
to their working places. Now they 
ride a passenger elevator for 22 
seconds, walk through a concrete, 


only revolving door in the coal 
mine industry, and there they are 
—practically within spittin’ dis- 
tance of the coal seam. 

The reaction of the men when 
they saw the new portal was; “Say, 
this is all right!” Here’s what 
they found in the new portal build- 
ing atop of the 175-foot shaft: 

A 25-shower washroom, a dress- 
ing room that can accommodate 
the mine’s 600 employes, drinking 
fountains and modern toilet facili- 
ties; a lounging room, and an 
elaborate restaurant from which 
hot meals are available for each 
of the three shifts.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11 (AP)— 
J. David Stern accused the Amier- 
ican Newspaper Guild today of 
putting out “damned lies” about 
him. Heetold the House Labor 
Committee he sold his three news- 
papers to “warn the country” 
against the Guild. 

The former Philadelphia: pub- 
lisher; who encouraged the Guild 
in its early years, called the CIO 
union a “cancerous growth” that 
“jeopardizes” a free press. 

Stern recommended that Con- 


gress change the Wagner Act to 
give employers “equal rights,” pass 
a law requiring democracy in un- 
ions, and another law gaying no 
newspaper or magazine editor or 
“creator of opinion” would be 
compelled to join a union. 

Stern suspended publication of 
the Philadelphia Record and Cam- 
den (N.J.) Courier and Post Feb. 1 
after a Guild strike that lasted 
nearly three months, 

In a general discussion of his ex- 
periences with the Guild, Stern de- 
clared there were “instances where 
news was distorted,” but under his 
contract “we could not fire” the 
offender. 

Denies Provoking Strike. 

He described as a “childish and 
an obvious lie” an assertion by 
Sam B. Eubanks, executive vice 
president of the Guild, that Stern 
“deliberately provoked” the strike 
as an excuse to sel] out. Eubanks 
testified before the House com- 
mittee yesterday. 

Asked by Representative Lesin- 
ski (Dem.), Michigan, whether he 
had refused-to sign anything mak- 
ing retroactive certain conditions 
of work, Stern shouted:. 

“No! That’s another one of 
those damned lies they are put- 
ting out.” 

Stern said that Arthur Riordan, 
secretary of the Philadelphia-Cam- 
den Guild local, had sent out a 
circular that the Catholic Church 
“had taken a position against us.” 
He added: 

“That was absolutely false. One 
of those blasphemous, sacrilegious 
lies they put out.” 

Riordan testified yesterday he 
was a. Communist for three 
months in 1937 but got “fed up” 
and quit. 

The House committee went into 
Stern’s differences with the Guild 
in connection with a general study 
of the question of the new labor 
laws. 

Troubles Began in 1987. 

Under questioning by committee 
members, Stern said his “poor re- 
lationship” with the union began 
in 1937 and that he had begun 
publishing editorials attacking 
Communism the year before—but 
he had “no proof” of any con- 
nection. 

When Representative McConnell 
(Rep.), Pennsylvania, asked 
whether if was Stern’s feeling 
there were some connections, 
Stern replied: 7 

“IT am not expressing my feel- 
ings. I am here to testify under 
oath on matters of fact. I have 
no proof of a connection.” 

No Attempt to Influence Policy. 

Representative Schwabe (Rep.), 
Missouri, asked whether the Guild 
had wielded any influence on 
Stern’s editorial policy, or at- 
tempted to do so. 

“T would say no,” Stern replied. 
Later he said there had been “in- 
stances where news was distorted 
and the man who did it would 
have been fired but under the

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BILL PROPOSES 
TO USE INJUNCTION 
N HANDBOOKS 


State Senator Crain’s 
Measure Offered as 
Substitute for Criminal 
Prosecution. 


Further impetus to the drive 
against handbook and racing in- 
formation places in St. Louis was 
given today by a bill introduced 
in the State Legislature by Sena- 
tor Hartwell G. Crain of St, Louis 
county under which ‘such places 
could be closed by injunction. The 
Capone gang has moved into the 
St. Louis horse-race gambling field, 

This would give law-enforce- 
ment officials a weapon in addi- 
tion to criminal prosecutions, 
which has been found unsatisfac- 
tory in the past. Under Crain’s 
bill the attorney general or the 
circuit or prosecuting attorney 
could bring injunction proceedings 
to close the illegal places. Evi- 
dence required would be limited to 
proof of the existence in such 
places of devices for recording or 
registering bets. 

Violation of an injunction issued 
under the proposed measure would 
be contempt of court. The vio- 
lator would be subject to a fine 
ranging from $100 to $1000, and 
to imprisonment for one month 
to one year. 

The bill describes as “a public 
or common nuisance” any building, 
room, booth or other place where 
“any book, sheet, blackboard, in- 
strument or device for recording 
or registering bets, or selling pools 
on any trial or contest of skill, 
speed or powers of endurance of 
man or beast” is kept. 

The injunction proposal followed 
disclosure by the Post-Dispatch 
that in 1946 the circuit attorney's 
office 
warrants in all lottery, gambling 
and handbook arrests made by 
police. A total of 384 cases were 
involved. In addition, a relatively 
small number of cases were pre- 
sented to grand juries, without the 
issuance of warrants. Indictments 
were returned in about half of 
these cases.

Note Says Pact, Already 
Signed, Threatens to 


‘Paralyze 45 Million 
Living on Soil That 
Can’t Nourish Them.’ 


ROME, Feb. 11 (AP) — The 
Italian Government strongly hint* 
ed in a note to 20 signatory na- 
tions today that it would be “for 
the common good and direct in- 
terest of the great democracies” } 
to review and revise the Italian 
peace treaty signed yesterday in 
Paris. Foreign Minister Carlo 
Sforza broadcast the note to the 
Italian people. 

Sforza’s broadcast followed pub- 
fic demonstrations protesting 
against signing of the treaty. 


Ten persons were arrested yes- 
terday during a pro-Italian demon- 
stration in Trieste, which becomes 
m free territory under the treaty. 
Some stores closed late in the day 
as a sign of mourning or to avoid 
having windows smashed by dem- 
onstrators. 


At Monfalcone, pro-Italian work- 
men suspended work for 10 min- 
utes, but otherwise did not dis- 
play their feelings. 

A wreath was tossed into the 
pea at Taranto, where most of the 
once-proud Italian fleet is awalt- 
ing delivery to the Allies as rep- 
arations. The United States cruis- 
er Portsmouth steamed into Ta- 
ranta en route from Trieste to 
Naples. Somé Allied authorities 
have expressed fear that the 
Italians would scuttle their vessels 
rather than surrender them. 

At Pola, British authorities im- 
posed a 17-hour curfew following 
the assassination yesterday of 
Brig. R. W. M. De Winten, com- 
mander of the British garrison, by’ 
Maria Pasquinelli, an Italian. She. 
told authorities today she shot 
De Winten because she was in-: 
furiated by the award in the peace 
treaty of the Adriatic port to 
Yugoslavia. 

The text of the Italian note to 
the Allies follows: 

“In signing a treaty which it has 
not been called upon to negotiate, 
and which must still be submitted 
to the constituent assembly, the 
Italian Government wants to prove 
that it faces squarely up to the 
painful acts as the only way of 
speeding the advent of a construc- 
tive peace in the world. 

“But the first duty of my gov- 
ernment is to act with absolute 
loyalty towards the signatory gov- 
ernments and their peoples, 

“In the spirit of this loyalty it is 
well to remember that peace trea- 
ties cannot be carried out, unless 
they are upheld by the moral con- 
ecience of the peoples who sign 
them. 

“The Italian people is conscious 
of having acted under pressure 
from that regime which later 
drove it into war, that regime 
which so many people abroad sus- 
tained by lavishing their praises 
upon it. 

“The Italian people could only 
demonstrate its true character to 
the world, by being the first na- 
tion in the Axis camp to free itself 
from an oppressive regime, and by 
then offering to the Allies, during 
the liberation war, a number of 
direct and indirect advantages to 
which not enough justice has beer 
given. 

“My government would lack 
honor—and that it treasures above 
all—if it did not make the Allies 
aware that this treaty, in its ter- 
ritorial, %economic, colonial and 
military clauses, makes worse that 
atmosphere of demographic suf- 
focation which weighed so trag- 
ically over the Italian people and 
which was in part, the origin for 
us and for so many others, of such 
great evils. 

“The Italian Government 
esteems that it is both for the 
common good and in the diréct in- 
terests of the great democracies 
that they should review their at- 
titude and dealings with the whole 
Italian problem, which is an es- 
sential aspect of the problem of 
world reorganization. 

“We may well admit to innu- 
merable past errors, but the ex- 
piation of this people has been 80 
hard up to the moment of today’s 
(Monday's) signing, that we all 
look forward ag Italians and as 
world citizens waiting for a re- 
vision of what might paralyze or 
poison the life of a people of 
45,000,000 human beings living 
upon a soil which cannot possibly 
nourish them.” 

(In New York former Assistant 
Secretary of State A. A. Berle Jr., 
declared the Italian treaty was un- 
satisfactory and urged the United 
States Senate to withhold ratifica- 
tion tintil other European treaties 
have been negotiated. 

(Berle, in a statement released 
by Common Cause, Inc., newly-| 
formed peace organization, said 
the treaty would “leave Italy per- 
petually undefended, facing Yugo- 
siavia's estimated army of 600,000 
unarmed,” and that the repara- 
tions clauses would leave Italy 
unable to pay in the future by rob- 
bing it of current produce and 
raw materials.)

U.N. HUMAN RIGHTS ‘| 
COMMISSION SETS 
UP SUB-GROUPS 


One to Draft World Bill of 
Rights—Other Assigned 
to Press Freedom. 


LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Feb. 11 
(AP)—The United Nations Com- 
mission on Human Rights has set 
into motion machinery for writ- 
ing an international bill of rights, 
aimed at protecting persons of 
every race, color and creed in the 
world. 


Completing a two-week session, 
the 18-member commission under 
the chairmanship of Mrs. Eleanor 
Roosevelt voted yesterday to hold 
its next meeting at Geneva, July 
21, : 

At that time, the commission 
will be handed the first draft of 
an international bill of rights 
which it must draw up for sub- 
mission to the General Assembly 
in September. 

Mrs. Roosevelt, at a press con- 
ference last night, said that “from 
the United States point of view, 
the Commission has advanced the 
whole cause of human rights.” 
Under the initiative of the Unit-

SHANGHAI, Feb. 11 (AP) — 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek 
was reported today to have sum- 
moned China's top economic ex- 


perts for an urgeht review of the 
nation’s financial crisis as the 
wildly - inflated Chinese dollar 
plummeted to a new low. 

Shanghai was a city of confu- 
sion ‘as the Chinese dollar fell for 
the third straight. day. Prices 
soared in other cities when news 
of the currency crisis reached 
them. 

In Nanking, a spokesman for 
the executive Yuan declined to 
confirm the reported meeting of 
Chiang and his experts. He would 
not comment on economic meas- 
ures ‘‘because of the possibility of 
producing provocative effects in 
an already confusing situation.” 

When exchange markets closed 
today, one American dollar, worth 
13,500 Chinese dollars at the opén- 
ing, would buy 18,500. Ten-ounce 
gold bars sold for 9,100,000 Chinese 
dollars, up nearly 2,500,000 from 
the opening price. 

Storekeepers were increasing 
prices 50 to 100 per cent daily. 
Shanghai’s residents could not de- 
cide whether to stock up at to- 
day’s fantastic prices or gamble 
on tomorrow’s exchange. 

Streams of cars and trucks 
blocked traffic around filling sta- 
tions as owners bought gasoline 
As always in time of crisis, 
Shanghai's Chinese population 
made frantic efforts to buy and 
hoard the ope commodity it can. 
not do without—rice. 

The majority of importers and 
exporters said they had done no 
business for a week. Many pre 


dicted a “showdown” was inevit- 
able within the next two weeks. 

From Canton to Peiping, the 
price of rice skyrocketed. Hoard- 
ers had cleaned out the stocks of 
many shops in Shanghai by night- 
fall. In many cities reluctant mer- 
chants withdrew their = stocks 
rather than accept Chinese cur- 
rency, 

The sliding currency forecast 
another big jump in payrolls. In 
January, Shanghai payrolls went 
up 23 per cent, forcing many bus- 
inesses to suspend. Doubt was ex- 
pressed that many were in a po 
sition to withstand another such 
increase, 

What caused the currency drop 
was not clear, Some attribypted it 
to an effort to stimulate. exports 
with a 100 per cent subsidy—an 
effort which backfired quickly by 
causing a jump in the price of 
exportable merchandise and which. 
ran afoul of American and British | 
import regulations. 

Others asserted the 
Bank or China had exhausted its 
gold supply and was thus unable 
to check the fall of currency, Still 
others attributed the situation to 
abandonment of American efforts 
to bring peace to China, 

Three thousand Chinese Com- 
munists raided Peiping yesterday, 
setting fire to a dozen buildings 
and freeing prisoners in the gov- 
ernment jail. Some of the Com- 
munists climbed ladders to the top 
of the city hall while others 
smashed the east gate. The few 
hundred government § defenders 
were taken by surprise. The news- 
paper Hsin Min Pao reported 200 
bodies were counted in the streets. 
A government armored train 
helped rout the raiders.

CRITICAL MATERIAL FIRE LOSS 
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‘LIE,’ REDS SAY OF CHARGE 
THEY FAILED BERLIN ON COAL 


BERLIN, Feb. 11 (AP)—Soviet 
authorities today characterized as 
an “outspoken lie” an assertion by 
Col; Frank L. Howley, director of 
United States military government 
for Berlin, that the Russians had 


failed to fulfill a contract to de- 
liver coal for house heating in 
Berlin from their occupation zone 
during the severely cold month of 
January. 


Howley was quoted in an inter- 
view as saying the Russians had 
delivered “not one ton” of 100,000 
tons they had pledged to deliver 
in exchange for iron, steel and 
other products from the American 
and British occupation zones, The 
interviey, appeared in the Ameri- 
can-licensed newspaper Der Abend. 
The official Soviet news bureau 
said that “actually during Janu- 
ary, 37,780 tons of brown coal were 
delivered to Berlin, and in the 


period from Feb. 1 to 9 another 
24,000 tons were delivered to the 
city government for distribution. 
Especially fortunate is the fact 
that the rate of these deliveries is 
increasing daily.” 


AMENDMENT PROPOSED T0 BAR 
CLOSED SHOP IN MISSOURI 


JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 11 
(AP)—A constitptional amendment 
to bar the closed shop in Missouri 
was proposed in the House today 
by aang os mgt J. CC, Wagner 
(Rep.) of Polk county. 

Wagner's proposal, if approved 
by the Legislature, would be voted 
on at the November 1948 general 
election or at a special election 
called by the Governor. 

The one-paragraph amendment,

New Laws Will Force 30 
Big Firms to Reorgan- 
ize, Prohibit Monopoly 
Contracts. 


BERLIN, Feb. 11 (UP)—Amert- 
can and British military govern- 
ments announced almost identical] 
“trust busting” laws today to rid 
Germany of cartels. 


An American spokesman said 
the laws would force corporate 
reorganization of probably 30 big 
enterprises with assets of about 
three and a half billion reichs- 
marks in the two western zones. 

About 10 per cent of the enter- 
prises were believed to be owned 
by foreign capital. 

James S. Martin, head of the 
military government's decarteliza- 
tion branch, said the new law also 
would require examination of 
about 70 firms for existing con- 
tract arrangements, 

Martin estimated that probably 
80 per cent of the present business 
contracts in all Germany had im- 
proper monopolistic and restric- 
tive provisions forbidden by the 
new law. 


The laws were issued separately, 
but will be enforced on a bi-zonal 
basis through a joint commission. 
Enforcement largely will be 
through German agencies, 

The move was taken after 18 
months of failure to agree on a 
four-power law as called for in the 
Potsadam declaration, but Martin 
indicated there was a good chance 
of four-power agreement soon. 

The laws call for reorganization 
of enterprises employing more 
than 10,000 persons. They prohibit 
German participation in all Inter- 
national and domestic cartels and 
outlaw such trade restraints as 
monopoly price fixing, exclusion of 
any person from any territorial 
market, fixing of sales or pur- 
chase quotas, and allocation of 
distributors or producers among 
customers. 

The British law exempts the 
coal, iron and steel industries al- 
ready taken over in the British 
zone, and both laws exempt the 
I. G. Farben company which has 
been seized on a four-power basis.

Domestic consumers will con- 
tinue to receive rationed power 
supplies next winter. Dalton, 
chancellor of the exchequer told 
the house of commons: 

“Restrictions will be placed on 
the very great increase in the do- 
mestic use of electricity.” 

Churchill's Attack. 

Churchill put the blame on the 
Labor Government for the coal 
ehortage in a bitter debate last 
night. Nevertheless, Churchill 
withheld “for another day” a mo- 
tion for parliamentary censure of 
the Government and urged the 
public to co-operate in a power 
conservation _ program to avert 
economic disaster. 

Churchill dourly prophesied: 
“Things are going to get worse. 
I don't mean this particular emer- 
gency is going to lay us low, but 
the country is going to suffer in- 
creasingly and it will learn by suf- 
fering.” 

In Glasgow, Lord Woolton, the 
‘Conservative chairman, told 
a party rally:" “It is the public 
duty for everyone of us to take 
every step within our power to 
bring this Government to an end. 
. . » How dare they go on!” 

Labor Minister George A. Isaacs 
told a Labor party meeting in Lon- 
don that “we will weather this 
political storm. . » The party 
must be ruthless and determined 
to go on with our schemes of 
socialization of our industries.” 

Prime Minister Attlee, attribut- 
ing the crisis to the severest win- 
ter in 50 years, told the British 
in a nation-wide broadcast last 
night that he was confident “we 
will come through this if we pull 
together.” 

Attlee, his voice strained, said 
that the weather, depleted coal 
stock piles caused by the war, the 
absence of miners from the pits 
and resumption of peacetime in- 
dustry all had combined to cause 
the crippling shortage. 

Lines Form for Dole. 

The return of the dole—with its 
grim associations linking it to the 
dark days of unemployment be- 
tween wars—was the hardest blow 
to the morale of Britons, 

Those of the 4,000,000 idle not 
covered by union guaranteed-wage 
contracts began queueing up for 
government insurance of $4.80 a 
week for a man, plus a little more 
for a wife and children. 

In Dartford and Derby, power 
company officials discovered that 
gome householders were not com- 
plying with orders embargoing the 
use of electricity.

contract we could not fire him.” | 

“But you were free to run your 
own newspaper?” 

“Yea.” 

McConnell said the breakdown 
of collective bargaining on the 
Philadelphia Record had been 
“amazing”’to him. He asked Stern 
to trace the steps. 

“You assume” said Stern, “that 
we had had pleasant relationships. 
I want to say to you I had very 
pleasant relationships with about 
15 unions. When I came to Phila- 
delphia, I invited all of them in. 
I practiced what I preached about 
the desirability of a strong union 
movement. 

“Then, later, I helped organize 
the Guild. For two or three years, 
I had the same relationship as 
with the other unions. 


“Insults and Hecklings.” 


“Starting in 1937 they began 
getting out a monthly bulletin 
which disparaged management. I 
was very much shocked at that. I 
used to handle all my labor rela- 
tions personally. I had to stop 
that because they started to insult 
me and heckle me in every meet- 
ing. 
“I was told that one of their 
men said in a bar that ‘this is 
part of our new tactics, to get his 
goat, and get him off balance.’” 

At one point, Stern jokingly 
said, “I have been accused of be- 
ing a psychopathic case, therefore 
I shall be as restrained as I can 
in this testimony.” 

This was a reference to testi- 
mony yesterday by Michael Har- 
ris, .president of the CIO Indus- 
trial Union Council in Philadel- 
phia, who said the whole case was 
overshadowed by Stern’s convic- 
tion that “the whole world was 
against him.” 

Harris called this a “neurosis,” 
but did not use the word psycho- 
pathic. 

Stern declared that Harris, on 
entering the negotiations, was 
“shocked” at the Guild’s demands. 
Originally, one of these was $100 
weekly minimum pay for report- 
ers. Guild officials have testified 
this was later dropped to $88. 

Charges Intent to Destroy. 

“They just wanted to hamstring 
me” Stern said, “and I’m as sure 
of it’ as I’m sitting here. They 
wanted to destroy my newspapers. 
They did. And that’s that.”

Stern opened with a statement 
which declared: 

“Gentlemen of the comunittee, | 
am now convinced that the Guild 
deliberately struck my newspapers 
with the intent to destroy them.” 

Calling a free press the bulwark 
of liberty, Stern added: 

“Iam making atonement for the 
disservice I have rendered this 
great institution as the first pub- 
lisher who recognized the News- 
paper Guild. ~ 

“T have retired from business at 
heavy personal loss. saw no 
other way to warn this nation 
against the cancerous growth that 
jeopardizes the great institution 
to which I have devoted my life.” 

Stern sold his newspaper prop-| 
erties and radio station WCAU to 
the Philadelphia Evening Bulletin. 

Calls Recognition a Mistake. 

He told the committee that sec- 
ond only to his first error in 
urging his writers to unionize was 
‘ignoring the Guild’s insults and 
disparagements.” 

“For 10 years,” Stern asserted, 
“T have swallowed a steady bar- 
rage of venom based on obvious 
and childish lies which I con- 
sidered unworthy of answer. For 
the past 10 years, although I was 
paying the highest wages in our 
town and in America, I was at- 
tacked by the Guild as an enemy 
of the very principles for which 
I have always fought.” 

At another point Stern said: ‘I 


have always given in to the guild 


because I thought that sometime 
it would come of age.” 

But, he went on, “all my aims 
have turned to dust. I have done 
more to harm the position of the 
working newspaper man than to 
benefit him. I have put him in 
the strait jacket of a sinister pres- 
sure group.” 

“I now publicly admit that I 
made a grave mistake in recog- 
nizing the Guild,” Stern said, add- 
ing that in “defense” of this 
“error” it should be recalled that 
the Guild originally was a craft 
union for writers, photographers 
and artists. 

“I was naive enough to trust 
that they would exercise the pow- 
er I had placed in their hands 
with moderation, restraint and 
idealism,” he continted, “A few 
years later I was shocked to find 
the Guild had turned themselves 
into an industrial union including 
clerks, stenographers, telephone 
solicitors and so forth.” 


Wage Demands “Fantastic.” 


Discussing the wage demands 
that led to the strike call last 
Nov. 7, Stern said they were “fan- 
tastic” and would have cost more 
than $1,500,000 a year, plus a pro- 
portionate amount for the AFL 
unions which represented two 
thirds of the newspaper staffs. 

“This spelled bankruptcy for my 
newspapers,” Stern testified. 


He added that “one piece of evi- 
dence of the absurdity of this sit- 
uation,” was an original Guild de- 
mand of $100 a week for classi- 
fied advertising solicitors. These. 
Stern said, are women who re- 
quire no stenographic or business 
training. 

Stern said that “at the very 
last hour” he offered to submit 
the entire matter to arbitration 
but the offer was rejected.

Donnell of Missouri One 
of Group Proposing 
$200,000,000 a Year for 
Medical Care of Needy. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 11 (AP)— 
Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, and 
three other Republicans propose a 
$200,000,000-a-year public health 
program to provide free medical] 
service for the needy and encour- 
age voluntary health insurance 
plans. 

Senators Ball, Minnesota; Smith, 
New Jersey, and Donnell, Mis- 
— ined in sponsoring the 

ill. 

The measure would distribute 
the funds for medical] service to 
the states, Taft explained yester- 
day, to fill “gaps in the service, 
particularly in reaching the lower 
income groups.” The states would 
receive their shares on a popula- 
tion basis and must match the 
federal outlay. 

Taft said the bill would help 
make heatlh imsurance “available 
to the great numbers of those who 
desire it,” on a non-compulsory 
basis. In this respect, he said, 
it differs from administration pro- 
posals for public health aid which 
he said could force patients and 
doctors to participate. 

The bill would distribute funds 
for dental care ranging from 
$8,000,000 for the first year to $20,- 
000,000 the fourth year; $10,000,000 
for cancer contro]; $2,000,000 for a 
national institute of dental re- 
search; $3,000,000 for a survey of 
health and medical care resources, 
and $1,000,000 for a dental care sur- 
vey. 

The bill would consolidate all 
federal health activities in an in- 
dependent health agency. Taft 
said that, “in order to prevent 
deficit financing,” all expendi- 
tures would be from a_ special 
fund, set up by the bill and obtain- 
ing from taxes, duties, imposts or 
excises.

Detailed Recommendations. 


The specific recommendations 
on old age and survivors’ insur- 
ance—advanced with the argument 
that they would create, “a broader, 
sounder and more equitable basis 
for insuring individual and na- 
tional well-being”—are: 


1, Extension of coverage to. 
“all gainful workers.” This 
would cover the self-employed, 
farmers and farm workers, 
servants, Government employes 
and workers in non-profit or- 
ganizations. 


2. An increase in benefits, es- 
pecially for low-paid workers, 
and an increase from $3000 to 
$3600 in the maximum earnings 
that count toward benefits. 


3. An increase—from the pres- 
ent $14.99 a month—in the 
an aged person 
may earn from private sources 
without loss of old age benefits. 


4. Lowering of the pension age 
limit for women from 65 to 60. 

5. Payment of benefits for both 
temporary and permanent dis- 
ability. 

6. Adoption of a ‘long-range 
plan under which old age insur- 
ance costs would be divided 
among employers, workers and 
Government. 

In its public assistance program 
the board urged: 

1. Federal grants-in-aid to 
states to help any needy person. | 

(This assistance now is limited 
to dependent children, needy 
aged and blind.) 

2. Special federal aid to low- 
income states, but with the 
states controlling distribution of 
the funds. 

3. Abolition of the requirement 
that needy persons be residents 
and citizens in order to receive 
help under state programs. 

4. Federal funds to help cover 
costs of state-operated medical 
services. 

In seeking temporary as well as 
permanent disability insurance, 
the board estimated that work- 
men’s compensation laws cover less 
than 10 per cent of the national 
wage loss caused by disability. 


Medical Care Problem, 
“Social insurance benefits are 


daily average of 2,000,000 or more 
disabled wage earners, who, but 
working or looking for work,” the 
report said. 

The problem of medical care 
was declared to be “equally as 
serious and important.” 

“Except on a_i pre-payment 
basis,” the report said, “it is ... 
impossible for an individual or 
family to budget for medical

Declaring that the “simplest, 
most economical and most effec- 
tive” method is a medical ingur- 
ance program set up by Congress 
and financed by contributions 
from employers and employes, the 
board added: 

“Such a program is not ‘social- 
ized medicine’ but a method of 
insurance payment.” 

(The United Press said the 
board’s recommendations con- 
formed closely to the proposals of 
the’ Murray-Wagner-Dingell social 
security bill which President Tru- 
man has indorsed. It pointed out 
that Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, 
co-sponsor of a medical insurance 
bill introduced yesterday, has criti- 
cized the administration plan, as- 
serting it “proposes federal com- 
pulsory sickness insurance” and in 
effect would “nationalize” health 
services.)

Court Upholds 2-Year Term 
for Escaping From Absent 
Guard.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 11—A 
 convict’s contention that he could 
not be sentenced to two additional 
years in the state penitentiary 
here for escaping “from the cus- 
tody” of prison guards, because he 
was not actually accompanied by 
a guard when he ran away from a 
prison farm last March, was over- 
ruled yesterday afternoon by thé 
Missouri Supreme Court, 

The court affirmed the convic- 
tion and two-year sentence of 
Glenn Baker, who, perhaps, could 
find some legal solace in the fact 
the court said this was the first 
time the point had been ruled on 
in Missouri. 

The statute under which Baker 
was convicted applies to convicts 
who, while outside the penitentiary 
under guard, escape from the cus- 
tody of the officers. The sole 
point was whether he was con- 
structively under guard at the 
time he fled. 

Judge Roscoe P. Conkling, in his 
first opinion delivered since bis 
ap; vintment to the Supreme Court 
by Gov. Donnelly, held that Baker 
was under guard and in custody, 
within the meaning of the lam, 
even though the guard was about.

Donated for Overseas Was 
Stolen From Salvation Army, | 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 11 (AP)~ 
Chairman Aiken (Rep.), Vermont, 
of the Senate Executive Expendi- 


jtures Committee yesterday exon- 


erated the Government and Sal- 
vation Army in the case of the 
mail order dress. 

Senator Young (Rep.), North 
Dakota, brought the matter to 
Senate attention Feb, 10. He read 
a letter saying that in 1046 Mrs. 
Lars Midjams of Fairdale, N. D., 
donated a dress to the victory 
clothing collection for needy per- 
sons overseas. Later, the letter 
said, the dress turned up in the 
possession of a Chicago mail 
order house, which sold it to Migs 
Elizabeth Ohlhouser of Hazelton, 
S. D., for 18 cents, 

Aiken said in a statement that 
an agent of the Treasury Depart- 
ment’s bureau of Federal Supply 
had investigated and reported: 

“It is most likely that the single 
dress in question was stolen from 


| the Salvation Army depot in Chi- 


cago and sold to a dealer there 
who, in turn, sold it with other 
garments to the Chicago firm” 
(V. Portnoy mail order house). 

He said the Fairdale collection 
arrived at Grand Forks, N.D., too 
late for baling and shipment and, 
on orders from Washington, was 
turned over to the Salvation 
Army. That organization, he said, 
sorted the bundle for usable cloth- 
ing, disposing of the remainder as 
rags. The sorting was done, the 
agent reported, by men who re- 
ceived clothing, lodging and food 
for their services. He commented: 

“Tt was not unusual that ar- 
ticles of clothing were stolen. .., 
No close check was kept on (the 
sorters) in view of the small 
values involved.” 

Senater Aiken concluded: 

“In view of the many ways in 
which this particular dress might 
have been sold in this country 
when it was donated for ship- 
ment overseas, the report does 
not apparently involve any de- 
liberate attempt on the part of 
any official of the Government

the proceeds of the sale of such 
goods for personal gain. It is, 
therefore, our opinion that the 
explanation set forth in the re- 
port is reasonable.”

Drastic Reform Doubtful. 

President Truman and Secre- 
tary of State George C. Marshall 
have indicated that the prime con- 
Gition for increased American as- 
istance to the Chinese Govern- 

ent is internal reform. Regret- 
tably, the high hopes evoked by 
the adoption of a new and liberal 
Chinese. constitution have beer 
dampened by Nanking’s slow and 
pitra-cautious approach to the re- 
form problem. Changes there will 
gertainly be during the coming 
weeks, but it is now questionable 
whether the impending reforms 
and reorganization will be suffi- 
eientiy rapid or drastic to cure 
the basic organic illness. 

Nanking leaders talk of reform 
fm terms of gradual stages. They 
zre willing to give liberals a big- 

r share in the Government’s ad- 
ministration, but they are ex- 
tremely reluctant to carry out 
anything resembling a _ clean 
gweep during the interim period 
preceding implementation of the 
mew constitution. Moreover, the 
third party liberals in whom Mar- 
ghall placed such high faith are 
potably hesitant to accept the re- 
sponsibilities their compatriots 
would thrust on them. 

They have sound reasons 80 
jong as China remains in a state 
éf civil w it is the militarists 
who will have the say in all vital 
matters. Without the Army to 
back them up; without a majority 
voice or even veto power, the 
liberals feel they would be vir- 
tually helpless in such an environ- 
ment. 

Public Opinion Weak. 

They should doubtless have the: 
Support of the Chinese public 

inion, but public opinion in 

ina is a weak and passive force. 
Almost their only real weapon 
would be such backing as they 
might receive from Chiang. 

There is another difficulty. 
While honest liberals are plenti- 
ful, even in the Kuomintang 
(Government party) able liberals 
ef sufficient qualifications to as- 
@ume key positions are hard to 
find. Who among the liberals, for 
instance, is capable of taking up 
the reins of the premiership, sec- 
ond only to the presidency in im- 
portance”?

The disease extends through the 
entire administrative fabric of 
government down to the smallest 
town and village. 

A Spiritual Sickness. 

The sickness is spiritual as well 
as organic. The revolutionary 
drive that. carried the Kuomin- 
tang to victory over the rotting 
Manchu dynasty seems to be vir- 
tually extinct today. Petty office- 
holders and party workers have 
long since ost their ardor for 
public reform in the face of eco- 
nomic hardship and political frus- 
tration. Today their principal con- 
@ern is to hang onto their jobs 
to keep alive. Sheer financial des-

moral disintegration and the can-

At the pre- 
vailing Government wage scales 
the price of honesty is poverty 
and often semi-starvation. 


These are facts which give com- 
fort to nobody but the Chinese 
Communists and their ideological 
sympathizers. Unquestionably the 
Communists are counting heavily 
on eventual internal breakdown of 
the Kuomintang rule, and they 
are doing everything they can to 
accelerate it. It is a mistake to 
judge the progress of China’s 
civil war solely on the ups and 
downs of the military situation. 
The biggest and more decisive 
battle is the political one, and in 
this the Nationalists are losing 
ground slowly. 


There is much about the Com- 
munist system in China that 
Chinese and Americans find re- 
pugnant. It is authoritarian, it is 
anti-religious and it has a revo- 
lutionary scorn for “legal” pro- 
cesses of reform. ‘ 


It has shown it can be ruthless 
and destructive in the face of op- 
position, be it from the Church, 
the moneyed classes or the Kuo- 
mintang. Yet it contains also 
much that is good. 

Essential Contrasts. 

The essential contrasts between 
Communist and Kuomintang poli- 
cies are these: The Communists 
recognize the potential political 
power of the poorest and most 
numerous elements of the Chinese 
population, and they are genuine- 
ly striving to improve their live- 
lihood and build up their self- 
respect, albeit by revolutionary 
methods. 

The Kuomintang, on the other 
hand, has about as much real con- 
tact with the common people in 
China as the man in the moon. 
In Kuomintang-controlled regions, 
political apathy is the rule. More- 
over, the Communists are united 
in purpose and are pushing their 
program with fgnatic fervor. The 
Nationalist program looks good 
on paper, but that is about as 
far as it goes. 

A majority of the people of 
China still are anti-Communist by 
inclination, but this is not be- 
cause of any love for the Kuomin- 
tang. In the Communist-held 
areas, the extent of popular sup- 
port for the Communist regime 
can usually be measured by the 
length of time the Communists 
stay there. In non-Communist 
areas, the decline of Kuomintang 
prestige is offering new opportu- 
nities for Communist penetration. 
As the Government’s internal 
difficulties grow, the Communists 
become more uncompromising in 
their attitude, and the chances for 
inter-party peace diminish. A 
number of observers, including 
several highly-placed Americans, 
have come to the conclusion that 
the Communists do not want an 
agreement anyway, but see a 
quicker road to power through 
the spreading chaos of civil war. 

Tied to Party Line. 

Marshall's suggestion that lib- 
erals in the Communist party as- 
sume. leadership of that party 
finds ‘little agreement here. To 
be sure, there are all manner of 
Communists, ranging from ex- 
tremists to reasonable men, but 
are tied together by the party 
line. The Communist liberals, if 
there are any, could not make 
their voice felt except by splitting 
away from the main body — A 
prospect which, for the moment, 
is negligible. 

The Nationalist group, including 
the Kuomintang itself, is, well 
studded with men of integrity, 
ability and real interest in pro- 
moting the country’s welfare if 
given the chance and the impetus. 
Unfortunately, under*the present 
conditions their hands are tied 
by the chains of complete frus- 
tration. One of the few bright 
spots in this generally distressing 
picture is the work of isolated 
agencies such as the Ministry of 
Communications. If all of the 
Government servants were doing 
the same earnest, efficient job 
as are the railway administrators 
and technicians, one could feel 
more hopeful of the Government’s 
future. oe 

Whether the Kuomintang sur- 
vives and conquers, pines and dies, 
or continues its present uneasy, 
uncertain existence indefinitely, 
depends to a very considerable ex- 
tent on American policy. Mili- 
tarily, the Nationalists still hold 
a strategic advantage over the 
Communists, and should be able 
to make further important ad- 
vances, although the cutting off 
of American military supplies— 
especially ammunition—is begin- 
ning to hurt them badly. Realiza- 
tion of the Nationalists’ hope of 
exterminating the Communists, 
however, appears as improbable 
as ever without massive foreign 
assistance.

administrator, who formerly was 
the director of the Producers 
Council, and therefore, in favor of 
boosting everything that goes into 
building, and therefore into rents, 
drafted the order and was about 
to issue it when Phil Murray, 
president of the CIO, after failing 
to get any action from Assistant 
to the President, Dr. John R. 
Steelman, got word to the Presi- 
dent that “hell would be poppin” 
if rents were increased. So the 
President announced that Gen.

MOUNT ETNA HURLS 
STREAMS OF LAVA 
1600 FEET IN AIR 


ROME, Feb. 11 (AP)—The vol- 
cano Mount Etna, on the east 
coast of Sicily across from the 
toe of the Italian boot, erupted 
last night and threw fountains 
of lava more than a quarter of a 
mile into the sky, the Italian news 
agency ANSA reported today from 
Canatania. The eruption § con- 


tinued for two hours, but no dam- 
age was reported. 

The director of the Etna Vol- 
canic Institute said vivid flashes 
shot out of the crater in the early 
evening. These intensified until 
suddenly a dense column of lava 
spurted from the volcano and tow- 
ered to a height of more than 
1600. feet before splashing back 
to the edge of the crater, form- 
ing an incandescent mass from 
which clouds of smoke rose. 

The same phenomena, to a less- 
er degree, occurred on Jan. 29 
and 30 and on Feb. 6. Those 
manifestations lasted only a few 
moments, 

The last, serious eruption of 
Etna was in November-1928, when 
streams of lava wiped out the 
towns of Mascati and Nunziata.

Text of Resolution. 


In the summer of 1945, the 
House and Senate approved Con- 
current Resolution 50, which stat- 
ed in part: 


“The purpose of the resolution 
is to remove any doubt as to the 
validity of the Treasury regula- 
tions giving to the taxpayer the 
option to either capitalize or 
charge to expense intangible drill- 
ing and development costs in the 
case of oil and gas wells. These 
regulations have been in effect for 
more than 28 years, and the Con- 
gres4 has continued, in successive 
revenue acts adopted since that 
time, the basic statutory provi- 
sions from which such regulations 
are derived... 


“The validity of these regula- 
tions has been questioned in a re- 
cent court action, on the theor 
that the statute providing for de- 
duction of business expenses is 
ambiguous. However, this posi- 
is untenable since the lan- 
guage of the statute is so general 


in its terms as to render an in- 
_terpretative regulation appropri- 


“For these reasons your. com- 
mittee (House Ways and Means) 


‘deems it necessary to have Con- 


gress reaffirm its position that 
such regulations are in accordance 
with and have the full force and 
effect of law.” 

After passage of this resolution, 
which did not require the signa- 
ture of the President, the taxpayer 
sought a second rehearing before 
the Fifth Circuit Court, which 
was granted.

Militarists and the Atom 


It is perfectly natural, world conditions being 
what they are, for many Americans to insist that 
our military and naval authorities be kept in 
constant and intimate touch with all develop- 
ments concerning atomic energy. 

But there are some people who go further 
than that and who think the military and naval 
authorities should dominate the administration 
of atomic energy. These people are Busy right 
now trying in one way or another to achieve 
this ‘end. 

In the first place, the issue of civil vs. mili- 
tary control was thoroughly debated in Congress 
in 1945-46. The militarists supported the tyran- 
nical May-Johnson Will. Advocates of civilian 
control supported the McMahon bill. The lat- 
ter was enacted. 

In passing the McMahon bill, Congress wisely 
followed the old American tradition :of vesting 
ultimate responsibility for military power in 
civilian hands. Thus, the Commander-in-Chief 
is the civilian President; by the same token, the 
secretaryships of War and Navy Departments 
are held by civilians. 

There is a special reason, in thé case of atomic 
energy, for civilian control. The bomb is only 
one of a multitude of uses to which atomic 
energy can be put. Its other uses can be com- 
pletely unwarlike and, if the statemen of the 
world have any sense, the emphasis in atomic 
energy will be shifted from its destructive as- 


pects to those which minister to the benefit of | 


mankind. This is.a job for civilians. 

In the second place, while it made the great 
decision in favor of civilian control, Congress 
recognized the need to keep our military and 
naval authorities fully up to date. on atomic 
developments. It provided for this need by 
setting up a liaison committee to work closely 
with the Atomic Energy Commission. 

David Lilienthal, chairman of the commission, 
questioned with the closest care. by Senators, 
has made it clear that he intends to co-operate 
thoroughly with the military and naval members 
of the liaison committee. He has made it clear 
further that he will safeguard atomic secrecy 
with all his power. These assurances have satis- 
fied many members of the Senate. 

One of the steps Mr. Lilienthal has taken to 
insure secrecy is the appointment as a “‘con- 
sultant on security” Frank J. Wilson, former 
chief of the Secret Service. Mr. Wilson has 
spent a good part of a lifetime as an expert on 
national security. 

Incidentally, what has been cited as one of 
the most serious breaches of secrecy was publi- 
cation of the Smythe report, released shortly 
after Hiroshima, which described four ways of 
splitting the atom. The issuance of the Smythe 
report was recommended by Maj. Gen. Groves. 

It is around Gen. Groves that most of the 
militarists are massing in their effort to inject 
a greater degree of military control over atomic 
energy than Congress saw fit to grant. Let it be 
said right here that Gen. Groves, as head of 
the Wartime Atomic Manhattan project, dis- 
tinguished himself. His brains and driving en- 
ergy were in large part responsible for the 
quick construction of the huge and intricate 


atomic plants. 
$ 


But however great Gen. Groves’s abilities are 
as an engineer and as a military man, the task 
of administering atomic'energy has many ele- 
ments at which he is not expert. Some of his 
published statements reveal the limited range 
of his mind and his lack of a basic philosophy to 
encompass the vast significance of atomic en- 
ergy to the human race. 

The moves of the militarists to win by indi- 
rection what they lost directly in Congress are 
devious and subtle. Let’s watch them,

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Contempt by Court 

Every now and then a lawyer or plain citizen, 
roiled at a foible of some wearer of the judicial 
robes, treats himself to a case of contempt: of 
court, takes his punishment like a man, and goes 
away feeling that he has had his money’s worth, 
Because it has always seemed a rather one-sided 
proposition, we were edified by Judge Claude 
Porter’s comment on Herman Talmadge’s charge 
that his judgment in the Georgia governorship 
case was biased. 

Judge Porter, informed of Mr. Talmadge’s 
statement, asserted: — 


“As for anything Mr. Talmadge says about 
the court, on information or otherwise, I 
recall this story: 


“An Irishman was kicked by a jackass 
and someone asked him what he was going 
to do about it. ‘Nothing,’ the Irishman re- 
plied. ‘I just consider the source.’” 

The story is a fit complement to the one in 
which the Judge asked a witness sternly, “Are 
you trying to show your contempt for this 
court?” and the witness replied, ‘No, your 
honor, I'm trying to conceal it.” Judge Porter 
didn’t even try.

Please Stand By 


The way television arrived in St. Louis was to 
spring full-blown from the mind of man, Its 
still-youthful parent, radio, did not make such 
a formal debut; it crept up on us. Not many 
years ago the latest wonder of the world was the 
storage-battery receiving set, which let acid eat 
the floor and produced squeals and squawks 
from a morning-glory loud-speaker, with the re- 
peated request: “Please stand by.” 

Station KSD is 25 years old this year, and 
that is old in radio. At first, a few engineers 
operated the station from one studio, announc- 
ing, acting and even singing to fill time. The 
Arlington time signals were a major program. 
In 1923, St. Louisans began to see the value of 
broadcasting when sleet broke down wire com- 
munications and KSD received news from a 
Chicago station for publication and rebroadcast. 

When the first network programs appeared, 
few persons recognized them as an overture to 
mass communications—not even the networks. 
The chain announcer would reel off the names 
of all the stations—KDKA, WWJ, WEAF, KSD 
—until there were too many, and the “station 
break” was initiated. From New York, St. Louis 
‘heard B. A. Rolfe introduce his Palais D’Or 
orchestra with, “Ladies and gentlemen, the next 
number is not for dancing, please.” It was only 
a short jump from there to “Ladies and gentle- 
men, see your druggist today!” 

And here St. Louis is with KSD-TV, and the 
prospect of having the spectacle and sound of 


far-off events brought home. Yet those who 
were not born yesterday may think they had a 
greater thrill in hearing the first sound from a 
crystal detector set, with its tuning coil wrapped 
around an oatmeal box. The earphones put 
them in line with De Forest, Marconi, Edison 
and back to Thales of Miletus, who may have 
started it when he rubbed amber to spark 2500 
years ago. | 

If television is quietly accepted now, it isn’t 
because people have become indifferent to scien- 
tific marvels. These have become, in America 
at least, a part of a common heritage in which 
the public has only to wait while scientists say, 
“Please stand by.” 


E Day, Forgotten 

_E Day was another of those alphabetical war- 
time events now growing dim in the memory of 
America. Maybe that fs well. E Day was nothing 
for America to brag about. It is only recalled 
now by the article in today’s Mirror of Public 
Opinion, which describes the _ struggle of 
Japanese-Americans to recover the peaceful life 
they led before E Day. 

On Evacuation day, back there in '42, a move- 
ment began which eventually uprooted 110,000 
Japanese - Americans from their West Coast 
homes, Lt. Gen. John DeWitt ordered it. “A 
Jap’s a Jap,” ‘he said. “You can’t change him 
by giving him a piece of paper.” 

And Hideo Murata, whose county had given 
him honorary citizenship as a veteran of World 
War I, was found dead, a suicide, with the citi- 
zenship paper in his hand. ‘ 

Although Gen. DeWitt could find no evidence 
even of sabotage, he considered the absence of 
it a very “disturbing and confirming indication 
that such action will be taken.” 

But alien Henry H. Ebihara wrote to the Sec- 


retary of War, “I hate to bother you...I am 


not asking for any favors . ..I only ask that 
I be given a chance to enlist for combat duty.” 

While some debated whether the Japanese- 
Americans were an “inferior race’ ‘or a real 
“yellow peril,” a lobbyist of the Shipper-Grower 
Association of Salinas frankly admitted how eco- 
nomic selfishness helped prejudice. “We might 
as well be honest,” he said. “They came into 
this valley to work and they stayed to take 
over.” In Kansas, the Governor said that “Japs 
are not wanted and not welcome.” 

In Hawaii, the Army called for 2500 Japanese 
volunteers and 10,000 answered. They fought in 
Italy and returned home with decorations by the 
dozens, 

These events of tragedy and heroism were 
summoned up recently by an official report 
from Dillon S. Myer, former director of the war 
relocation camps. He made it plain that America 
cannot excuse herself for the treatment of these 
people. What Mr. Meyer has to recommend is 
national atonement. He urges that Japanese- 
Americans be paid for evacuation damages 
which many suffered. He proposes that they all 
be allowed the right of citizenship,, which so 
many earned, 

Congress should act upon the Myer report. If 
E Day is forgotten, the injustice must still be 
erased. E Day was a shame upon the nation that 
sent Dorie Miller to Pear] Harbor, Jose Martinez 
to the Aleutians and Sgt. Ben Kuroki over the 
Ploesti oil fields—to teach the Axis about racial 
nonsense. 
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Senator McKellar expressed himself as being 
irked by absences of Senators in a committee 
hearing. Oddly enough, in the case of Mr. Mo- 
Kellar it’s the presence that’s irksome. 
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What’s Gen. Ike’s View? 


To some of his rash Republican colleagues 
Chairman Andrews of the House Armed Serv- 
ices Committee gives some good advice: ‘‘Con- 
sult Gen, Ike” before slashing the $11,200,000,- 
000 defense budget. Chief of Staff Eisenhower 
enjoys a reputation for square dealing, and this 
Congress knows, in spite of loose talk of the 
“meat-ax,” that ample national defense is first 
order of business in a troubled world, and the 
best security of peace. 

Not that the budget cannot be trimmed. We 
may reasonably hope that Congress can safely 
eliminate some items from even an “Eisenhower 
budget.” It will be surprising if some of the 
chief's subordinates have not padded in some 
extravagances which a professional ‘soldier, for 
all his good faith, might be willing to approve. 
Nor is it likely that Eisenhower and Congress 
will agree in every particular, 

But, to an exceptional degree, this Congress, 
with the aid of this particular Chief of Staff, 
can promote defense by beginning with a clear 
understanding of the problem and the facts. 
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Londoners are beating the housing shortage 
by buying light warships to live in. Just the 
thing for the family to whom differences of 
opinion really matter.

While negotiations are stalled, the deadline 
for a possible strike at Union Electric Co. is 
creeping up on St. Louis. Four local unions of 
the AFL International Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers are involved, but the most stubborn 
points at issue exist between management and 
Local 1455. The strike deadline expires next 
Monday; after that, anything could happen. Be- 
fore it does, the members of Local 1455 might 
consider this recent report from a Post-Dispatch 
correspondent in Jefferson City: 

Unless hurried into enactment of an emer- 
gency measure by a sudden strike or strike 
threat, the Legislature will let Congress pro- 
vide a federal program for supervising col- 
lective bargaining in public utilities before 
initiating state control. 

These words should weigh upon union mem- 
bers genuinely interested in labor's future. 
They mean that the State of Missouri will move 
softly in trying to avert strikes against the pub- 
lic welfare, up to the point where there is one. 
Then the State will, get tough, and it will have 
to. An interruption of electric service cannot 
be tolerated.

Home Again for Japanese-Americans

Officially, the book is closed for the 110,- 
000 Japanese-Americans whose dramatic 
trek captured so much public attention in 
the days immediately following Pearl Har- 
bor. The War Relocation Authority has 
closed all its offices. 


But the process of their adjustment to 
American Hfe still goes on. Assistance to 
individuals must now come from local coun- 
seling, employment, welfare, and housing 
agencies, 

There is an exciting challenge offered 
to these agencies. For in one sense the 
process of evacuation, relocation, and reset- 
tlement has had a dynamic influence upon 
this entire group. That is, it rudely shat- 
tered social, economic and psychological 
patterns which had become more or less 
rigidly established. 

Although many individual Japanese’ were 
sent to the East and other sections of the 
United States during the relocation period, 
a large number were atill in camps when 
the war ended, These have now been re- 
settled, mainly in the West Coast commu- 
nities from which they came. Prejudice and 
discrimination seem nothing compared with 
the pleasure of being back home. 


An Uneasy Homecoming 


As the time for the centers’ closing 
rolled around, acts of violence in their 
home town did not go unnoticed. The 
majority preferred to move together, feel- 
ing confidence in a mass movement, rather 
than individual resettlement. It was truly 
an uneasy homecoming, but very shortly 
the old patterns were re-established. 


The major difference has been in the 
housing facilities. The homes of many city 
dwellers were now rented to others. Many 
have been forced to take up residence in 
housing projects or to crowd into the few 
bits of property which they own or split up 
the family group, accepting domestic jobs 
wherever they could find them, 

Their first need, broadly speaking, is 
some evidence that social relationships out- 
side their own group are practically pos- 
sible—through membership in labor unions, 
participation in education or recreation 
membership groups, and representation in 
citywide civic activity. Few Nisei or Isel 
have had any such experiences because op- 
portunities were closed to them. 

‘But in the rare instances where there 
have been opportunities for social partici- 
pation, they have shown the capacity to 
seize it quickly and exploit it to its fullest. 
They welcome the chance to attend our 
public schools. They join athletic teams 
and participate in other recreational activ- 
ities, when doors are opened to them. 


Frustrated by Prejudice 


Restrictive housing and employment pol- 
icies cut off opportunities for broad social 
contacts, but as we can expose the Nisei 
whose median age is 26 or 27 to wider pat- 
terns of social living, we will find them 
able to take their share of responsibility. 


Circumstances have so shaped the Nisei’s 
psychological attitudes that he has much 
to contend with. Basically thwarted be- 
cause of racial origins, he has in the past 
tended to act as people expected him to act. 

Originally, the pattern was to bow and 
sorape, to seem to accept with pleasure the 
menial positions in the larger society. Now 


) 


changes are manifesting themselves. Some 
carry chips on their shoulders. Others shut 
their eyes to discrimination and swear by 
all that is holy that nothing is wrong. 


It is natural, moreover, for any person to 
conform to the general patterns of behavior 
accepted by the society in which he lives. 
But the Japanese-American is frustrated 


because he is not clear about the pattern 


to which he should conform. 


He has lived in a cultural hodgepodge for 
many years. He is constantly trying to 
deny his own racial origins. He does not 
know what pattern to select and lives in 
the constant fear that his normal reactions 
will seem too obvious or ridiculous. 


Confusion Among the Nisei 


The younger group grew up faced with 
a deluge of propaganda from both sides 
of the fence. There was only one course—- 
to decide for themselves. The result was 
a hodgepodge of social contacts, economic 
ideas and personal adjustments, 


The casual observer found it impossible 
to understand what was going on. Many 
Americans found them wanting at crucial 
points of relationship, particularly mutual 
understanding, and decided that assimila- 
tion was impossible. 


But as one begins to understand the Jap- 
anese-Americans, it becomes increasingly 
clear that the contrary is the case. One 
sees that assimilation is no more imposai- 
ble than we make it by our own precon- 
ceived notions, prejudices, and unwilling- 
ness to face the issues. 


The Japanese-Americans need leaders 
full of sound learning and understanding. 
It is our challenge to see that they are 
trained, given experience and opportunity. 
Case-workers, individual counselors need to 
understand that psychological adjustments 
must come slowly and naturally. 

The day to work for is the day when 
the contribution of a Japanese is recognized 
as the contribution of an individual mem- 
ber of our American society, not as the 
contribution of a member of a particular 
racial group.

Doilies Are Better 


LETTY FOX: HER LUCK, by Christina Stead. (Hare 

Brace & Co., New York.) 

Letty Fox is a husband-hunter whose 
mind is one-track and whose methods are 
all wrong. She pursues men openly and 
shamelessly, she enters into affair after 
affair, she squanders money which is not 
hers and lives a sordid and messy life in 
an effort to join up with the outfit pos 
sessing the wedding rings and the marriage 
licenses. 

At 24, Letty is cynical, greedy and self- 
seeking. But she does capture a husband. 

It is rough work, about page 514, for the 
reader to believe that Letty wants to settle 
down, be a self-respecting woman and en- 
ter, as she puts it, “on the side of the 
angels.” By her own admission, Letty is 
unable to understand where moral behavior 
begins with regard to sex. As for the man 
she finally marries, he is himself something 
of a moral wreck, trifler and time-waster.

Just why Christina Stead, who is an 
Australian, a plain, quiet woman whose 
hobbies are housework, embroidery and 
natural history, should expend all that 
time, thought and energy on Letty Fox is 
a bit of a puzzle. The book is a twisting, 
winding mass of detail loaded with a large 
number of hopeless and pathetic charac- 
ters who wander rather witlessly through 
its pages, None of them seems to be going 
anyplace. 

Letty Fox is not the story of a schem- 
ing, ruthless woman who touches the depths 
of moral degradation and then somehow 
contrives to come back, It is the tale of a 
moral tramp who tries to strike a bargain 
with living and, on failing, grabs whatever 
she can for herself by way of compromise.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11 (AP)— 
Income payments to individua's 
reached a record high of 165 billion 
dollars for 1946, the ‘Separtment 
of Commerce reported last night.

In Hopeless Difficulties. 


We have not been able to agree 
upon a suitable Government in 
Poland, not to speak of Greece,

JEFFERSON ‘ CITY, Feb, 11—A 
bill to license dental hygienists in 
Missouri and regulate their work 
as dentists’ assistants was intro- 
duced in the House yésterday by 
Representatives Henry ‘Andrae, 
Jefferson City, and Guy W. Hall, 
Grant City. 

The proposal, sponsored by the 
Missouri State Dental Association, 
is designed to provide state su- 
pervision ‘over the activities of 
dental hygienists. Their work 
would be limited to cleaning teeth 
and other minor dental work, but 
would enable dentists to devote 
more time to dental surgery and 
other major dental work. 


Applicants for a license would 


@ be required to pass a two-year 


course in dental hygiene. Den- 
tists would be permitted to em- 
ploy only one hygienist, but or- 


| ganizations engaged. in health: pro- 
‘grams could hire additional hy-

gienists with permission of the 
State Dental Board.

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 11 (UP) 
~ Federal District Judge George B. 
Harris today ordered construction 
work on all buildings at Tanforan 
Race Track stopped for 48 hours

The temporary interlocutory re- 
straining order was granted by 
Judge Harris over the protest of

Commission would take away Tan- 
foran’s racing dates starting March 
14 if construction stopped com- 
pletely at the track. 


The order was issued at the re- 
quest of Assiistant United States 
Attorney William E. Licking, who 
accused the track of using new 
materials critically needed in the 
veterans’ housing program to com- 
plete reconstruction of the San 
Bruno plant. 

The Court ruled at the end of a 
two-day hearing that there had 
been “wilful violation” ef a stop- 
work order issued by the Civilian 
Production Administration last 
July. He said the evidence indi- 
cated that Tanforan had diverted 
new materials in order to rebuild 
the strip which was used by the 
Navy during the war. 

When Standifer protested Tan- 
foran might lose its racing dates, 
Judge Harris said to him “you be- 
came the judge and jury in your 
own case—you took the gamble.” 

He instructed Licking and CPA 
agents to inspec? the books of Tan- 
foran Co., Ltd., to find out how 
much new material was purchased 
in 1946. The court also. directed 
the Government to inspect all 
buildings at Tanforan during the 
48 hours to find out which of 
them could be completed legally 


without new material.

NY homemaker will be better 

equipped for preparing those 

oods that require long slow 
cooking if she owns a Dutch oven. 
It is amazing how many foods 
can be cooked to perfection in this 
great old-time cooking utensil. Be- 
cause it is heavy and has an ex- 
tremely tight-fitting cover, it pro- 
vides the most favorable condi- 
tions for cooking pot roasts, stews, 
fricassees, and dried beans and it 
makes an ideal kettle for deep-fat 
frying. If the utensil is naturally 
good-looking and is kept in good 
condition, it can be brought right 
to the table and the food served 
from it on busy days or for in- 
formal family dinners. The foods 
remain more attractive because of 
less handling and it keeps hot be- 
cause the heavy walls of the ket- 
tle hold the neat well. Since the 
kettle is heavy, food is not so 
liable to burn in it either and less 
watching is required, These 
“ovens” are obtainable in iron and 
aluminum, Each metal has its 
advantages, [ron ones have long 
been famous for their even con- 
duction of heat. They are dur- 
able enough that if well cared for, 
they will last a lifetime, Cast 
aluminum ones will also last a 
lifetime with good care. They are 
heavy in appearance but light in 
weight and they conduct heat 
quickly and evenly. 

Hunter’s Dinner, 

One-fourth pound dried lima 
beans, three-fourths pound lean 
pork, one tablespoon bacon drip- 
pings, one medium onion, two and 
one-half teaspoons salt, two 
branches celery, two medium car- 
rots, No. 2 can tomatoes, one 
green pepper, one cup dried 
noodles, one tablespoon finely 
chopped parsley. 

Wash lima beans, add one quart 
cold water and soak three or 
four hours. Cut pork into half- 
inch cubes and brown in the drip- 
pings with the chopped onion in a 
Dutch oven. Add the drained 
soaked beans, three cups water 
and the salt, cover and simmer 
half an hour. Then add coarsely 
cut celery, thickly sliced carrots, 
the tomatoes and pepper and heat 
to boiling. Then add noodles, 
Again cover and cook 15 minutes, 
or until noodles are well cooked. 
Add more salt if desired. Serve 
piping hot with parsley sprinkled 
over the top. Makes four or five 
servings.

Four serv- 
ings. 


Breast of Veal 


A favorite dish in many French 
households always has been breast 
of veal with green peas. This is 
fairly inexpensive and very deli- 
cate and delicious. 

Get two and one-half pounds of 
veal breast and cut it in one-inch 
cubes, Cook these gently with a 
celery stalk, a couple of sprigs of 
parsley, a bay leaf, some thyme 
a few cloves in just enough water 
to cover until the meat is tender, 

Take out the meat and strain 
the stock. Now brown the cubes 
of meat in a little butter, 
in about three tablespoons flour 
and add one and one-half cups of 
stock. Thicken the gravy by cook- 


‘ing and stirring. Season with salt 


and pepper and a dash of cayenne, 

Cook fresh or frozen green peas 
separately in salted water. Drain, 
dress with butter, salt and pepper 
and a pinch of sugar. Sprinkle

NEW YORK, Monday. 
HAVE been asked to draw * 
tention to the fact that this is 
National Heart Week, during 

which =p American Heart Asso- 
ciatign is putting on an extensive 
educatio campaign in the hope 
of raising funds for their work. 
The New York campaign treasur- 
er is Robert H. Craft, Guaranty 
Trust Company, 140 Broadway, 
New York City, Heart disease is 
one of the chief ailments causing 
casualties among both adults and 
children, and yet at the present 
time the amount of money put 
into research in this particular 
field is shockingly small. 


The long fight put up against 
tuberculosis has brought down 
the deaths from that disease by 
79 per cent. Diphtheria is down 
about 98 per cent; pneumonia and 
influenza, because: of the new 
drugs discovered, 69 per cent. To- 
day, per hundred-thousand, there 
are 41 deaths from tuberculosis, 
62 from pneumonia and influenza, 
72 from accidents, 129 from 
cancer, and 315 from heart disease. 

It looks as though our modern 
way of living tends to put greater 
strain upon the heart. Certainly, 
however, we should be putting 
more money into research and 
also into the sare of patients. 

. 


Cancer is tee brought increas- 
ingly to public attention, and ef- 
forts are being made to provide 
not only adequate research but 
adequate education, which is the 
most important part of the fight 
against cancer. If people will rec- 
ognize symptoms soon enough, the 
chance of a cure is so much 
greater. 

We are becoming aware, too, of 
the great value of mental hygiene. 
Though I smiled a little the other 
day when someone told me that a 
psychiatrist was going to make a 
study primarily of mental dis- 
turbances arising in children un- 
der a year old, I think perhaps 
there is more wisdom in this than 
we realize. Many a child’s nervous 


system must be seriously affected 
in infancy by parents or nurses 
who have no appreciation of the 
effect of some careless act. For 
instance, I have been people slap 
babies on the face with little re- 
gard for the fact that the mechan- 
ism of the ear is particularly sen- 
sitive and that an adult’s hand is 
heavier than one realizes. 
+ + - 


One great difficulty about medi- 
cal advances seems to be that edu- 
cation in regard to them must be 
assimilated by the grown-ups of 
a generation before the advances 
can be useful to children. Think 
how long it took us to induce peo- 
ple to inoculate for diptheria! 
But since the education of parents 
has been accomplished, look how 
the percentage of diphtheria 
deaths has dropped. I remember 
that, when I was a child, there 
was practically no hope for any- 
one who contracted diphtheria! 

The fight against disease is a 
long hard one, and a test of the 
intelligence of the average man 
and woman,

U.S. T0 PERMIT TOURISTS

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11 (UP)— 
The State Department has relaxed 
its passport requirements to allow 
thousands of tourists to make 
long-delayed pleasure trips to Brit- 
ain, Ireland and the European 
continent.

fere with essential business trips, 
which have priority; 2. They can 
show they have transportation 
back to the United States: 3. They 
have food and lodging accommo- 
dations abroad.

ONLY BECAUSE > progressive newspapers have 
actively taken up the campaign against syphilis and gonorrhea, 
are we beginning to conquer these venereal diseases for the 
first time in human history. Estimates have run as high as 
10 per cent regarding the number of people who are infected 
with venereal diseases. It wasn’t until our newspapers brought 
these dreaded bugaboos out into the open, that we physicians 
were able to make successful progress. Both gonorrhea and 
syphilis can be cured by thorough medical treatment, but 
quacks and patent medicines will not do the trick. It behooves 
every such patient to go through a reputable system of treat- 
ment until cured. 


THE INNOCENT ch tie ro can become infectgd 
with both, so we must stop placing a social stigma upon these 
diseases. They are germ infections, just like typhoid or 
diphtheria, and are likewise subject to cure. But the public 
has long associated insanity with syphilis, So even when a 
physician pronounces the patient cured, the latter may still 
secretly disbelieve the doctor, because the power of past super- 
stition holds him a slave. 

He keeps furtively dreading some future date when he 
fears he will lose his sanity. He waits for the dreaded monster 
to grab him. He subconsciously feels that he must someday 
become deranged. Superstition has such power that it re- 
quires generations of scientific knowledge to dispel it, I have 
geen brave men, even some of our most courageous police 
officers, who have developed quavering of the lips and hysteri- 
ca) fears, all because of the fact that in their youth.they con- 
tracted venereal infection, and now were in a panic waiting 
for that monster, insanity, to seize them. 


IN ART'S CASE a, ee OO Re him that he has 
no organic disease, And we must bring his monster out in 
the open and confront him with it. We must let him know 
that we are aware of what he fears—insanity,. That’s why he 
complained of paralysis and failing memory. 

We must clearly explain why he need not dread this 
monster. Insanity can follow prolonged alcoholism, too, but 
if a former drunkard quits liquor, he doesn't fear a belated 
insanity thereafter. 

Neither should a cured venereal patient. The Wassermann 
and -Kahn tests are reliable. So he must stop acting the 
coward's role, and assert himself. He must go back to work, 
be a man, and enjoy life. It's silly to let superstition spoil our 
happiness. Facts will banish your fears, which is why your 
editor runs the clinical column for your benefit.

Contract six spades by South. 
West leads the king of hearts. At 
first sight the contract appears 
to depend on a diamond finesse. 
But only at first sight. Because a 
second look reveals an absolutely 
baby loser-on-loser end play, On 
the lead West is marked with the 
ace of hearts. Trump the king of 
hearts, draw the trumps and take 
three rounds of clubs ending in 
dummy. Play the queen of hearts 
and throw the eight of diamonds 
on it. West wins with the ace 
of hearts, but now must lead a 
diamond, giving you a free finesse, 
or else a club or a heart, either 
of which permits you to ruff in 
dummy and discard the queen of 
diamonds from your own hand. 
plies eee 


IT COULDN’T be easier. Even 
if dummy, instead of the queen 
of hearts, holds the jack of 
hearts, the play is still worth try- 
ing. West may hold the three top 
honors in hearts, or East may 
hold the queen and omit to cover 
the jack. And, even if East puts 
the queen up, you have lost noth- 
ing. I repeat that all loser-on-loser 
Plays are not as easy as this. But 
the really difficult ones are rare, 
while the ones that are well 
within your grasp are happening 
all of the time. 

And now, let’s get on with your 
failure to count the hand when 
playing dummy. Don’t be fright- 
ened at this one, The only reason 
that you regard counting a hand 
as one of those unfathomable 
mysteries available only to ex- 
perts is that you have never at- 
tempted to count one, It is evi- 
dence of the aura of mystery that 
surrounds the counting of a hand 
that bridge beginners are likely, 
at any moment, to inquire in ap- 
propriately awed tones, “I sup- 
pose after a few rounds you can 
tell every card in everybody’s 
hand.” I cannot.

MOST OF THE TIME I have 
not the least idea of all the 
cards anybody held even after the 
entire hand has been played out, 
Sometimes, when the hand calls 
for it, I can make a fairly ac- 
curate assessment of opponent's 
holding. And occasionally the 
count of a hand is thrust upon me. 

And I never have to do any- 
thing more difficult than to add 
up to 13. Let us go into this thing 
from first principles. 

There are 52 cards in the pack, 
When dummy goes down, the de- 
clarer can see 26 of them. There 
are four suits and 13 cards in 
each suit. Adding the totals of 
each suit in both hands and sub- 
tracting from 13 gives the total 
number of cards in each suit held 
by the enemy. 

All that remains to find out is 
how they are distributed in the 
two hands. And the information 
for this comes rolling in as the 
hand progresses. 

Next I will illustrate this with 
a very simple hand.

A.C, and D.C. Electricity. 


T may be 1947 but there are, still 
| peopie who plug in A.C. elec- 

trical appliances in D.C. outlets 
and wonder why nothing works, 
A.C. and D.C. electricity are’ as 
different as night and day and 
while D.C, is not very common 
these days for home use, there 
are still communities where it is 
the only power available. . 

Most of the electrical appliances 
made these days for the home are 
either A.C. AND DQC., or just 
A.C, If you have D.C. current you 
can use any appliance that is 
tagged for A.C, and D.C. but one 
made for A.C. only is going to 
cause you grief. Likewise, if you 
have A.C, current and someone 
presents you with a beautiful old 
D.C. radio you might as well be 
given a rubber razor blade be- 
cause it’s not going to function. 


If you plan to move to another 
locality it will pay you to find out 
what type of current is used there 
before you crate up all your ap- 
pliances. You'll find a plate on 
every piece of electrical equip- 
ment that tells what type of cur- 
rent it operates on. Direct cur- 
rent, by the way, gets its name 
from having one positive wire, 
one negative wire and thus a di- 
rect flow. Alternating current on 
the other hand, alternates between 
the two wires, which are positive 
and then negative in alternate 
cycles. 


Chicken Salad 


Even such a simple thing as 
chicken salad turns out to be a 
gourmet’s delight at the Ritz-Carl- 
ton in New York. No hit and miss 
about its preparation here! 

The chicken is cooked especial- 
ly for the salad and only the 
breasts are used. These are cut 
in good-sized chunks—none of 
your shredded stuff. And the 
proportion of chicken to celery 
is tremendous. In fact, the celery 
only goes along for the ride, as it 
were, 

The chicken—say four large 
breasts—is mixed with one diced 
heart of celery and served on 
shredded lettuce leaves. It is gar- 
nished with sliced tomatoes, hard- 
cooked eggs and capers. And it is 
finished off with this sauce. 


To one cup of mayonnaise, add 
a tablespoon chili sauce, a tomato 
chopped fine, a teaspoon (mixed) 
of chopped chives, tarragon, cher- 
vil and parsiey.

Current Status of Ball Point Pens 
Not Hot Item of Year Ago, but 60,000 Are Still Being Turned Out Daily 


By Dickson Terry 


HEN, late in 1945, the ball 
point pen loomed on the 
horizon, it was hailed, for 
reasons not quite clear today, as 
the greatest thing at least since 
electricity and was received by 
the common man not only as a 
harbinger of the wonderful post- 
war world, but also as something 
no man could possibly live with- 
out and still hope to be happy. 
The first pens, retailing at 
$12.50, sold so fast that retailers 
all over the country were waving 
their money at the manufacturers 
in a frantic rush to buy. The 
consumers became so _ infected 
with the fever that Gimbels, in 
New York, the first to put the 
pens on the counter, sold $100,000 
worth the first day. 


The pens were introduced to the 
accompaniment of so much bally- 
hoo, free and otherwise, that the 
whole country became ball point 
conscious, During the first 12 
months after they were intro- 
duced in October, 1945, 8,000,000 


_ ball point pens were sold and the 


prediction was freely made that 
the conventional type of pen 
would soon have the quaint charm 
of a quill pen. 


That was last year. Looking 
over the situation today one finds 
that the average St. Louis pen 
dealer can talk about the ball 
point with unemotional calm. One 
also finds that, for some strange 
reason, the conventional type pen 
is still in the showcase, and people 
are still buying them. 


Not that there isn’t still a de- 
mand for ball point pens. People 
are still buying them too, but you 
don’t have to stand in line and 
you don’t have to put your name 
on a list awaiting the next ship- 
ment. Furthermore, whereas the 
pen started out as a luxury item 
with the cheapest retailing at 
$12.50, you can now pick up a 
eg good ball point pen for 


“Don’t quote me,” said one St. 
Louis pen dealer who obviously 
didn’t want to put himself out on 
a limb in case things did turn out 
differently, “but it begins to look 
to me as if they were almost a 
passing fad. They have their 
place, of course, but they're not 
going to revolutionize the pen 
business and they’re not going to 
make the conventional pen obso- 
lete.” 


However, while things have 
calmed down on the surface, the 
battle of the ball point is still be- 
ing waged in manfacturing circles, 
Millions of dollars in suits and 
counter suits have been filed and 
hundreds of thousands of dollars 
are being spent on equipment and 
research. Many pen manufactur- 
ers are still convinced that the 
pen which can make eight carbon 
copies and write under water is 
the writing instrument of the fu- 
ture, even though many purchas- 
ers, who bought them on this 
recommendation have found they 
have little occasion to make eight 
carbon copies or do any under- 
water writing. 

Two of the larger suits have 
been filed by the Reynolds In- 


ternational Pen Co., which came 
out with the first pen, and the 
Eversharp Co. Each is suing the 
other for $1,000,000, Reynolds 
claiming restraint of trade and 
Eversharp alleging unfair trade 
practices. Reynolds is also suing 
Eberhard Faber, alleging con- 
spiracy to violate antitrust laws, 
and suits have been filed by the 
larger companies against several 
small concerns which have sprung 
up to make ball point pens. 

The histo of the ball point 
idea is a little obscure, and it is 
claimed by some manufacturers 
that a pen using a rotatable ball 
instead of a nib is anyone’s prop- 


erty. 
YT RiP 

According to one source, it was 
patented back in 1888 by one John 
Loud and the rights have long 
since expired, Today’s patents are 
not on a basic idea, but on “ex- 
clusive” features, such as the 
type of ink used and the manner 
of ink feed. 

And even here things are get- 
ting involved. Ink feeds used now 
are mostly of two types: gravity 
flow and capillary action. The 
Reynolds pen uses the former and 
Eversharp, which uses the latter, 
has suits against two other manu- 
facturers charging them with 
using capillary action. A _ third 
type, called regulated pressure, 
was once patented by two Czecho- 
slovakians who starting making a 
ball pen back in 1935 in Prague. 
However, the world wasn’t ready 
for the ball pen, Their United 
States patents expired, but one 
of the men, Paul Eisner, thinks he 
is going to be able to have his 
patient .rights restored, and he 
charges that Eversharp and other 
manufacturers are using some of 
the principles involved, which 
doubtless will lead to more suits. 

On the other hand, according to 
Don Wharton, writing in Nation's 
Business, the ball point pen was

“BAMBINO”—Is It Slang? 
£¢ Y UNDERSTAND that ‘bam- 
| vino is Italian for baby,” 
writes one of our readers, 
“and should therefore be a per- 
fectly good word to use, rather 
than mere slang. Is this true?” : 

“Bambino” is the Italian for 
“child,” a diminutive form of 
“bambo,” meaning childish. As to 
whether its use as it has been 
heard in English is in the nature 
of slang—what is the “Babe” in 
“Babe Ruth”? The reader is no 
less well equipped to answer that 
than the most assiduous worker 
in research. - 

However, in the word “bambino” 
we have a very interesting sub- 
ject. Far from being primarily 
slang, it is a term of ecclesiastical 
usage!

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invented in Hungary. This version 
is that one Ladislao Biro, who got 
a job as a proofreader for a 
weekly magazine following service 
in World War I, detested fountain 
pens, which weren't satisfactory on 
newsprint. So, with his elder 
brother, Georg, he decided to de- 
velop something better. Their first 
model was two feet long. A sec- 
ond model was somewhat smaller. 
In 1939 the brothers left Hungary 
and started experimenting in 
Paris. Then the war came along 
and Biro landed in Buenos Aires 
with practically nothing except his 
idea, Eventually he got financial 
backing and in 1943 turned out 
his first model—which was a flop. 
But he started over, working on a 
new ink feed system, using capil- 
lary action instead of gravity. It 
worked, 


In 1944 Eberhard Faber started 
negotiating for the American 
rights, and when the Army indi- 
cated it might want 10,000 non- 
leak pens for the air forces, the 
big three, Shaeffer, Parker and 
Eversharp, started scrambling for 
the privilege of sharing the Amer- 
ican rights. Eversharp won and 
started to work to make the per- 
fect ball point pen. 

They were still at it when, to 
their surprise and everyone else’s, 
Gimbel’s, in New York, announced 
that the “fantastic, atomic era, 
miraculous fountain pen you've 
read about” was being offered by 
them for sale. 

The pen turned out to be the 
product of a dark horse in the 
ball point derby called Milton 
Reynolds, a man described as a 
world traveler, lecturer, adven- 
turer, business analyst and oppor- 
tunist. Reynolds had made and 
lost several fortunes. Something 
of a boy wonder, he left high 
school after flunking five of his 
six first-year subjects, owned an 
auto repair business in Chicago 
before he was 20, and was a mil- 
lionaire at 26. At 27 he was 
broke. Since then his career has 
been up and down, but always on 
a rather large scale. During the 
war he flew 250,000 lighters, made 
of Mexican silver, in from that 
country and cleaned up a quick 
half million, 

In April of 1945 he saw a ball 
point pen in a store in Buenos 
Aires. He bought half a dozen, 
hired engineers and lawyers and 
soon decided he could make a ball 
point pen without infringing on 
the Biro patents. The rest is his- 
tory, except to say that in his first

superfluous hair,” but a pen which 
Will write, period. 

Eversharp spent $2,000,000 on 
research and tooling up before 
coming out with its pen. Shaeffer 
made 5000 trial runs on 30 differ- 
ent models before introducing 
what they describe as “not a pen, 
not a pencil, but a writing instru- 
ment which will take the place of 
both.” Parker was reported 
spending $300,000 on research.

*“why the—minster of West- 
minster Abbey is not spelled 
“minister.” Will you please 
Colbyize the name for us?—Mrs.

A. Westminster Abbey (formal 
name: The Abbey of St. Peter) is 
the most celebrated church in the 
British Empire. It was begun in 
1050 by Edward the Confessor. 
The Encyclopedia Britannica 
states: “From William the Con- 
queror onward every sovereign 
has been crowned in the Abbey 
excepting Edward V.” The Abbey 
is crowded with monuments, 
tombs, and memorials of famous 
Britons, 

Since the Abbey is a church, it 
is natural] to. associate the name 
Westminster with the word min- 
ister. But there is no connection. 
Westminster is formed from west, 
a point of the compass, plus min- 
ster, the modern form of the An- 
gio-Saxon word mynster, mean- 
ing “monastery.” 

Another well-known -minster 
name is Axminster, known to us 
as a kind of carpet. The rugs 
originally were hand-woven at Ax- 
minster, England. Axminster is 
formed from Axe (the river) plus 
minster, “monastery.”
